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COMPUTER INTRUSION 

Synopsis: Advisory re press interest in investigation 

Details: SOLAR SUNRISE is a pending investigation managed out 

of FBIHQ/CITAC with related cases in numerous field offices. The 
case involves a relatively large number of related computer 
intrusions into unclassified military computer systems. The 
scale and timing of these intrusions, which continue to occur as 
the United States prepares for major military operations, have 
raised major concerns for the Department of Defense. 

From its early stages, the investigation has been 
classified at the secret level. Nevertheless, on 2-13-98, a 
fairly detailed report appeared in a technical publication. The 
DOD press office, FBIHQ, and at least one FBI field office 
subsequently received inquiries from the press. FBIHQ 
anticipates that there will be continued interest in this matter 
by the national press.
